and applied locally it ia a ruhefai ient 
and an antiseptic. Besides all thi« it 
is a v olatile oil. 
Well, that is to say that as a diu­ 
retic it will increase the flow of ur 
ine; as an anthelmintic, it is death 
on worms; as a hemostatic, it will 
chock a bleeding; as a rubefacient, 
it will redden your sk in, and as an 
aiitisip tiy it will prev ent or destroy 
p utrefaction. I t# is a v olatile oil 
be­ 
cause it ev aporates rapidly. What is 
more to the point, howev er, out of 
all these things i 
is a fine 
remedy 
for many of the ills that flesh is heir 
to. 
Turp entine 
fomentations 
reliev e 
almost any pain due to inflammation. 
Used ;is a rubefacient, that is to say, 
rubbed on Lx’ftlly, it is v ery efficaci­ 
ous in rhViriMtHshi, lumbago, sciati­ 
ca, neuralgia, bronchitis, 
pleurisy, 
p eritonitis and 
tympanites, this lat­ 
ter moans drumlik e swellings. Thus 
it is decidedly helpful in typhoid "e- 
v cr where there is a tmypantic abdo­ 
men. In fiv e or ten drops it is effi­ 
cient when in tympantie 
abdomen 
there is hemorrhage 
or is not, but 
when there is a dry, brown-liasured 
tongue. In such eases it should also 
he used as an enema, properly dilut­ 
ed. In any case of internal hemor­ 
rhage, it should be used. 
As a remedy against worms, tu r­ 
p entine should be dv on in com p ara­ 
tiv ely large doses and in proper time 
should be followed by castor oil. 
Relief is obtained in chronic 
af- 
ft -lions of the larynx and bronchial 
tubes by the inhalation of steam s u r ­ 
charged with the fumes of turp en­ 
tine. it is a quick and reliable respi­ 
ratory stimulant in teaspoonful dos­ 
es. To sterilize nail thrusts and pune 
ture wound» , 
turp entine 
and ho* 
water are thoroughly effectiv e. For 
this purpose the turp entine should 
bo ozonized for some time by leav ­ 
ing a bottle of it for Home time un­ 
cork ed. The bottle should be 
wide- 
mouthed. 
In p hosphorous poisoning, turp en­ 
tine is v ery useful. The French acid 
oil is preferable, as it is old 
and 
largely ozonized. lit saliv ation turp en 
tine is a good remedy. It would na t­ 
urally seem that this would be irri­ 
tating, but, on the contrary, the ef­ 
fect upon tin* mucous membranes of 
the mouth is soothing and salutary. 
In bladder and 
k idney troubles, 
tu rp entine stimulates the ey» to-re- 
nal function, leav ing behind an anti­ 
septic 
effect. Large doses are p ur­ 
gativ e, and if not quick ly eliminated, 
are liable to produce strangury, pain 
ful urination in drops. 
It has been said that turp entine in 
large doses hjMLJUl echoHe effect pro­ 
ducing abortion or assisting in child­ 
birth. But tliis is doubtful. 
Turp entine, lik e eucalyp tus oil and 
many other simple productions of the 
k ind, are good oid-faehioned rem e­ 
dies that our grandmother« used ef­ 
fectiv ely, before 
new disease« and 
new drugs had been inv ented.
